SIGNEDJN EASTER 


ACCORD PLEDGES EACH NA- 
TION REMAIN NEUTRAL CASE 


WAR COMES TO OTHER 


MOSCOW, April 14.—(If)—A 
So- 


viet-Japanese 
neutrality 
pact 


which ended 24 years of strained 
Far Eastern relations was wel- 
comed today by the Communist 
party press as clearing the way for 
political and economic co-opera- 
tion—without, 
however,

Russia to the axis. 


The pact, signed yesterday by 
Premier-Foreign Commissar Vya- 
cheslaff Molotoff and Japan's for- 
eign minister, Yosuke Matsuoka, 
was regarded by observers as ri- 
valling in world Importance the 
non-aggression accord of 1939 be- 
tween Germany and Russia which 
preceded the invasion of Poland. 


It fitted the general pattern ol 


expressed 
Soviet 
policy—peace 


and neutrality in the midst of an 
expanding war. 


It is the first 
political pact 


concluded between the two coun- 
tries -since the resumption of dip- 
lomatic relations after the Bol- 
shevist revolution of 1917.

said the pact and its accompany- 
ing declaration pledging respect 
of the integrity of Manchoukuo 
and Outer Mongolia "clear the

COTTON AND WHEAT 


PRICE HIKE GIVEN 
BACKING BV M'NARY 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—(/P)— 


Congressional demands for dollar- 
a-bushel wheat and 13-cent cotton 
gained the support today of Sen- 
ator McNary (Rep.) 
of Oregon, 
minority leader, 


The 
Oregon 
senator, 
former 
chairman of the Senate agriculture 
committee, told reporters he would 
"go along" on legislation for man- 
datory government loans on five 
major crops at considerably above 
recent market levels. 


Farm-minded congressmen 
con- 
ceded that price-pegging govern- 
ment loans on cotton, wheat, corn, 
rice and tobacco might cause slight 
Increases in the cost of living1. But 
they denied these would come wlth- 
ing the scope of the new price-fix- 
ing agency created yesterday by 
President Roosevelt. 


They said that market prices on 
most farm products now were be- 
low parity or fair exchange levels 
and that the proposed price-peg- 
ging loans sought only to attain 
this range. 


Senator McNary's announcement 
came after both Senate and House 
agriculture committees had recom- 
mended bills to raise present gov- 
ernment loan values on these farm 
crops. 


The theory of the 
government 
loans Is to put a floor under market 
prices. Farmers can place crops 
under loans unless markets return 
about the same price. 


Senator Bankhead'(Dcm.) of Ala- 
bama, won approval from the Sen- 
ate agriculture committee for loans 
near the full parity level of 
$1.13 
a bushel for wheat and 15.87 cents 
a pound for cotton. The House ag- 
riculture committee broilght out a 
similar bill aimed at 75 per cent of 
parity or about 84 cents a bushel 
for wheat and 12 cents a pound for 
cotton. 


Before farmers could obtain these 
higher loan levels, they could have 
to comply with planting limitations 
and approve rigid marketing quo- 
tas and penalties.
